WEEKLY REPORT. 

Condition of Kentucky Crops Cp 
to Monday Evening. 



To tbe casual observer the weither of 
tbe patt week would seem to have been 
favorable for all vegetation, yet tbe re 
ports from numerous correspondents in 
all parts of the state, and especially in the 
Western portion, are not so promising of 
good retultt at they have been A really 
encouraging report is a rare exception 
Droutt with intense heat it the caute of 
the gloomy prospect. Some few scattered 
points over the Central and Eastern por- 
tions of the state have been favored with 
local showers, but, at a rule, rain is 
needed everywhere, and unless some 
rain comes toon tbe late corn and belated 
fields of tobacco in the Weetern portion 
will be a failure. 

The raint of July hastened corn to a 
vigorous growth, and the period of sun 
shine and high temperature of the past 
three weeks baa placed the cropt fully 
two weeks in advance of its seaeonal 
condition Early corn it nearly all made, 
ibough tbe crop is scarcely up to the 
average in quantity or quality, and will 
oe safe from frost by September 10th. 
If a general rain comes toon, the late 
crop will be safe about October 1st; but 
if the drouth continues it may not be 
matured before October 10th. Corn 
looks well in tbe field, but on dote In- 
tpection it it found that tbe corn it 
small; the ttssel is parched so it does not 
furnish pollen to feed tbe tilk, and that 
here and there the chinch bugs are at 
The tobacco worms continue 
ravaget in the Western lection, and 
the Central and Eastern portions are 
gradually being infestett with thit peat. 
What was saved after tbe heavy wash 
outt In July is now being destroyed by 
drouth and wormt. Tobacco growers es 
e that -early one-third the crop will 
be ruined by wormt, and most of what 
be saved by being cut while green, 
will be of an inferior quality. Wheat it 
jrethed, and tome of it is so poor 
that it is being fed to tbe hogs. Oatt and 
hay are cut tbort.

WESTERN KENTUCKY. 

Intensely hot and dry weather has pre- 
vailed in thit tection. Drouth it aatum- 
serious proportions and threatens 
Disastrous retultt lo late corn and to- 
bacco. Scarcely a drop of rain hat fallen 
for throe weeks. Corn on tho unlandt is 
suffering from excessive boat and want of 
la the lowlands tbo soil is baked 
and tho crops are scarcely loss affected, 
rly corn is made and tome is bning 



cut. Immediate rains arc necessary for 
the preservation of the late crop. The 
most seriouB complaint about the tobacco 
crop comes from this section, where tbe 
worms are said to be worse ihan ever" 
known before Farmers are very do 
spondent, and in many localities bavi 
absndouid more than half the tobacco 
crop. They are paying extra good wapos 
to fight the wormt, yet sufficient hell 
cannot be obtained. They are rapidly 
cutting it while yet green, us tbe only 
means of saving it. Pastures are all 
dried up. Fruits are doing poorly. 

' CKKTRAL KENTUCKY . 

The weather conditions in this i 
were somewhat more favorable than in 
the Western section. Light showers 
moittencil tbe soil in tome localities, and 
resuscitated crops which were beginning 
to wilt under the parching rays of sun- 
light. Corn is in fair condition. It is 
maturing rapidly. Rain would improve 
it 1 materially, especially the late crop. 
Generally speaking, drouth is making its 
presence in this section, and muBt be re- 
lieved toon in order to prevent serious 
damage to corn and tobacco. Tobacco 
worms are gradually increasing, but it is 
probable that a large amount of it will bo 
cut before drouth and beat make tl.em 
more prolific in this section. As a rule 
the reporte concerning tobacco are not 
uufavorable. Oats and hay are being 
cut, a very*poor crop. Sorghum is in fair 
condition but needs rain. Hemp is good 
and is being rapidly cut. Pastures might 
be better. Fruits are not improved.

Cropt in thit tection may be said to 
have improved under the weather condi- 
tions of last week. Corn is reported in 
I condition and both early and late 
crops are advancing rapidly toward ma- 
turity. There is little or no complaint of 
rain wanted yet. In fact some corre- 
spondents still report too much rain. 
This however, Is a local condition found 
chiefly around Elliott county, while in 
tbe neighborhood of Owen county things 
are getting dry. There Is some complaint 
of tobacco worms, but generally the crop 
is It good condition and cutting hat com- 
ced.

A Collecting Wagon That is Intend 
ed to Obviate Delays 

Being llollt as an E«perlment-Mall Will 
Be Collected, Sorted, Pouoliml anil lie. 
Ilvered to Trains From the Vehicle 
—May lie Introdnced Elsewhere. 

Washington, Aug. 20. — Oen. Nellson, 
second assistant postmaster-general, 
has a Bcbcme which he will put into 
active practice within the next sixty 
days, adding very materially to Waah- 
ington's poatal facilities. It is a new 
kind of wagon collection, intended to 
obviate delays and to meet the occa- 
sional difficulties that now present 
themselves at the city postoftice. 

If the experiment works satisfacto- 
rily, as It Is believed it will, the depart- 
ment will introduce it elsewhere. A 
wagon especially conatructed,. for the 
purpose is now being builtat Hartford, 
Ct, It will lie large enough to accom- 
modate a carrier, independent of the 
assistant, who will do the driving and 
take the mail from the street boxes. 

This wagon will bo put on at an 
early hour In the morning and kept on 
Its rounds until after midnight Every 
box in the business centers and other 
populous districts will be visited one 
after the other, the territory assigned 
to the wagon being gone over con- 
stantly, a new trip lieing commenced 
as soon as the original starting point 
is reached. The carrier in charge will 
sort the mail, making up distributions 
for all trains. The out-of-town mail 
will be pouched and delivered to the 
proper railroad station. Other pouches
